regulated Sounds. 

Hence ir was that the various Motions of the 
Planets, the Arcanas of Nature, and the Cauſes of 
her ſeeming Irregularties, were firſt deliverd in 
Verſe; And Pe is preſurn'd by Yirgil toframe, 
and Jopas to ſing the lofry Song on that Subje&.
